The report of a state superintendent of schools 
shows in striking contrast the per capita cost of 
tuition in the small high school with the cost 
in the school where attendance was up in the 
hundreds. In one high school with 47 pupils the 
cost per pupil in attendance was $659, while the 
pel- capita cost for a high school of 500 pupils was 
only $127. 
Answering a correspondent of the United 
States Bureau of Education, Department of the 
Interior, the commission discusses the viewpoint 
th at secondary education concerns itself 
with 
life purposes rather than with traditional sub­ 
ject matter, that need exists within the com­ 
munity for several lines of training as looking 
towards occupation, that freedom of occupation­ 
al choice for the 'child is an essential American 
ideal, and says: 
“Such a viewpoint and such ideals make sec­ 
ondary school 
administration in the 
United 
States a m atter of compromise. On the one hand, 
is the demand for variety of educational offer­ 
ings necessitating large and specialized teaching 
staff, special rooms, special equipment, compre­ 
hensive libraries and the like. 
On the other 
hand, we have the demand and necessity for 
keeping educational costs within 
reasonable 
bounds. 
“The chief means of adjustment of the high 
school to these demands is through centraliza­ 
tion 
Centralization increases the valuation of 
the district served so that a comprehensive school 
can be maintained by reasonable tax levies. 
“Centralization increases the number of pupils 
instructed so that grouping, not only on a basis 
of specific life purposes of the group becomes 
possible.”

The high temperature read­ 
ings were general ov er the en­ 
tire corn belt and ev en up into 
the summer resort territories of 
Wisconsin and Mfchiftan. One 
had to go as far north as Min­ 
nesota and the Dakotas and up­ 
per Michigan to av oid getting 
into the torrid nineties. 
Chicago had its miles of Lake

Loren has used an 
old automobile tire to level off 
the furrows and conserve the 
moisture. 
Eoy Degner has thirteen rows 


in his plot with eleven of them 
unfertilized. The fertilized corn 
is showing much the best growth 
and a check of the stand showed 
99 stalks on two rows each 100 
feet long.

The elevators will 
be used in handling wheat, corn, 
oats rye, barley and soy beans 
that have bee?i pledged to the 
Central States Grain Association, 
inc., under the marketing plan 
of the Federal Farm Board car- 
rying out the provisions of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act. 


Approximately 7,000 farmers 


have signed marketing agree- 
ments to conform with ttie wish- 
es of the. Farm Board plan 
•vhere government funds are be- 
ing used in the operations. A to- 
tal of over 17,000,000 bushels ot 
grain are represented by the 
signers under normal crop grow- 
ing conditions. 
"It has been impossible for 


representatives to visit and 
nersonally offer this plan of mar- 
keting to all farmers in the state 
as the time lias been so short 
since the work of organization 
began February 1," says Edmond 
C. Foust, director of organiza- 
tion. "It is the intention of the 
farmer-owned and farmer-con- 
trolled organization to give every 
grain grower in the state a 
Chance to take advantage of this 
arrangement, created by the new 
farm relief act and carloads of 
grain assembled by farmers in 
any part of the state will be Ac- 
cepted."

As Curesfor Ills of Present 


FBOM PACE ONE 
costing immense sums of- money 
and necessitating such taxes as 
[ay a heavy restraint on the pru- 
dent parent who will not bear 
children unless he is reasonably 
assured that he will be able to 
provide for the same. 


"We are wringing our hands 


in anxiety concerning the mat- 
er of over-populated prisons 
and asylums but complacently 
ignoring the fundamental causes 
of the condition. That is the an- 
*wer to the great problem of the 
deterioration of the basic stock 
of the race? 


'The savages did not have 


these problems. At least he did 
not have them long. The sharp 
impact of a war idub solved 
them quickly and for all time. 
Civilization has made such a 
solution unthinkable, and for 
that reason has created the pres- 
ent situation. Civilization must 
now come forward and present 
the cure just as it found a way 
of purifying water and safe- 
guarding the milk. It must filter 
our human stock; it must past- 
eurize out badly contaminated 
germplasm." 


In reviewing the steps taken 


hv civilization to cure its ills, Dr. 
Rice mentioned specifically the 
Droblem of obtaining pure milk 
in cities where the consumer is 
compelled to take the word of 
'bis dealer that the milk is free 
of contamination. He pointed 
out that laboratories and inspec- 
tions required by law have given 
the consumer reasonable assur- 
ance of the satisfactory condi- 
tion of the product.
